Prater, Miss Pauline, Miss Emly, Miss Ma- 
mie Kaphan and Mrs. L. Van fAvoren, 
and one brother, Eli Kaphan, who was witn 
the Galveston club in the Texas state 
league last year and has been drafted 
by Little Rock of the Southern league 
for the 1907 team. 

He was 24 years of age on March 3 
and was a young man of good habits. 
He was at one time an inmate of the 
Hebrew Orphans’ Home here ang has 
many friends who remember him well. 


Kirk Talke of Kaphan. 

F. Kirk, the cashier of the Etowah 
restaurant, was an intimate friend of 
Theodore Kaphan, the former Atlantan 
who met death by drowning when the 
steamer Dix went down fn Puget Sound 
Sunday, November 18. 

Knowing that Mr, Kirk was an int- 
mate friend of young Kaphan, a mem- 
ber of the Kaphan family telephoned 
tne news of Theodore Kaphan’s tragic 
death to Mr. Kirk. 

“Theodore Kaphan and. I were boy- 
hood friends,’ said Mr. Kirk, ‘and 
wiule [ am deeply distressed over the 
news of ps death, none of the details 
of which’ I have learned save that he 
Was supposed to have drowned when 
ine steamer Dix went down in the 
cound, I do not believe that it is true. 
To begin with, this is the first informa- 
ition I have had that he was a detect- 
ive, and, .knowing him and his charac- 
icr as well @8.l_do, I do not think it 
was a vocation which *e would have 
adopted. 

“Theodore was popular, made friends 
casiiy, and I have no reason to think 
tnat he had an enemy, so I can give no 
ucfinite reason for saying that I do not 
besieve that he is déad,. but, neverthe- 
kes, I do not believe it.

Practical Georgia Developers. 

A few days ago The Constitution 
published a communication from Mr. 
J. L. Sibley, of Milledgeville, Ga., in 
which he offered a house and ten 
acres of land, with all appurtenances, 
rent free for one year, to five desira- 
ble immigrant families. 

At the time we-remarked that this 
practical method of attracting immi- 
gration, if followed by the hundreds 
\of Georgians able to maké similar 
propositions, would go far toward 
solving the pressing problem of de- 
velopment. 

Already two other equally public- 
spirited Georgians have made offers 
similar to that put forward by Mr. 
Sibley. 

As stated in The Constitution re- 
cently, Mr. W..H. Yeomans, of Collins, 
Tattnall county, offers a house and 
ten acres of land to five or six de- 
sirable immigrant families. The land 
is fenced, in condition for cultivation, 
well-watered and suppHed with fire- 
wood. Mr. Yeomans will give the use 
of Ahese houses and lands, absolutely 
free, for a term of two years. The 
land is adapted to the raising of sea 
island cotton, the money-making pos- 
sibilities of which: require no ex- 
tended analysis. Mr. Yeomans says 
he believes twice the number of im- 
migrants named can secure similar 
advantages in his. immediate neigh- 
borhood, and that those not caring 
to engage in farming can find employ- 
ment at saw-milling. : 

Colonel I, C. Wade, of Cornelia, 
duplicates. Mr. Sibley’s accommoda- 
tions, but leaves the proposition open 
to FIFTY such people. He says: 
“They can have what they make and 
work for me at good wages during 
sixty days of the fruit season, or all 
the time if they wish.” 

There are scores of land-owners in 
this state who can afford to make 
similar propositions.

EW YORK, November -30.—S. A. 
N Pope, general manager of the 
Great Western railroad of Eng- 
land, has just finifhed a three months’ 
tour of railroad inspection in the United 
States and Canada in the interest of 
his company. He sails for England to- 
morrow on the liner Caronia. In an in- 

terview yesterday, Mr. Pope said; 
“The principal object of my visit to 
America was to get the Atlantic steam- 
ships to land their mails at our new 
port on the coast of Penbrokeshire. It 
is 259 miles from London, and the jour- 
ney is made in four and a half hours.
